‘The number of books taken from the library from March 
1886 to March 1887 was 4927. 

The number of books added to the library during the 
year has been 124, of which 87 were purchased by the town, 
and 37 presented. 

The donors were: Mrs. E. Tobey, Rev. Russell N. Bel- 
lows, Henry G. Wheelock, Oscar Rogers, B. P. Owen, R. 
L.. Ball, Dr. Wm Dickinson, Lawrence Hutton, Harper Bros., 
Rev. Edwin Jennison, C. C. Davis, State Board of Health, 
and Leonard B. Holland. 

There are undoubtedly many persons who could and 
would be glad to furnish books and magazines in their pos- 
session if they could know that these would be acceptable. 
The library has been enriched by such gifts in the past and 
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additions thus made in the future will be gratefully ac- 
knowledged. Let us all look over our stock of Goop books 
which we seldom, if ever refer to, and by placing them in 
- the town library, renew their usefullness. 

Believing that the benefits to be derived from the use 
of the town library could be extended so as to include more 
of the inhabitants of the town, your committee last Summer 
attempted to establish what may be designated-as ‘‘ branch 
libraries ’’ in No. Walpole and Drewsville.. At No. Walpole 
no arrangement was effected, but at Drewsville the “* branch’’ 
under the care of Mr. Henry E. Putnam, has been success- 
fully started. Mr. Putnam reports that ‘‘ there have been 
about one hundred and forty volumes of the town library 
books circulated here and in most cases to parties who would 
not have had books from the library were it not for the priv- 
ileges you have given us by establishing a ‘branch’ here. 
Some families who have taken books to read have never be- 
fore had any benefit from our public library.”’ 

If the citizens who reside at No. Walpole want to have 
the use of the library, let them choose a suitable person to 
take charge of the books. 

One obstacle which has prevented persons living remote 
from the central library from taking out books is the proba- 
bility that fines must be paid for over-detention. By having 


more places where the books may be returned, this possibili- 
ty is greatly overcome. 

Lists of the books added during the winter may be ob- 
tained of the librarian.

REPORT OF 


+SCHOOL + BOARD 


IN THE TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


The school board respectfully submit the annual report 
. of the town school district for 1886-7. 

Upon assuming the duties of our office we found that to 
adjust the new system to meet present conditions and give 
equal privileges to all the scholars would be a matter of no 
little difficulty, should we attempt many changes in the lo- 
cation of the schools, for while there would be an undoubt- 
ed advantage in some cases in bringing two or more 
schools together, there would be a manifest injustice in com- 
pelling the scholars of another school to travel a long dis- 
tance before finding themselves in possession of privileges 

equal to those enjoyed by scholars living in more favored 
- localities—while on the other hand we were not unmindful 
of the fact that as the school year was to be of equal length 
in all the schools that course would best subserve the inter- 
ests of all which gave as few schools as would be consistent 
with a wise economy and the comfort of the scholars. Upon 
looking the field carefully over, we found that with lit- 
tle or no inconvenience to scholars and at a saving of about 
fifty per cent., the Derry Hill school could be well convened 
in an adjoining district and accordingly made that change. — 
The school in old district No. 13 has been discontinued for 
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want of proper school room accommodations. Other than 
these we have made no changes, excepting in school No. 12, 
where the scholars were transferred to No.11 for nine weeks. 

The statement of the treasurer of the board to the town 


and the tables accompanying this report embrace three terms 
of school. 


The report of the treasurer shows that there has been 


received from the town for school purposes $2 722 38 
From other sources 9 85 
Available funds pa se. Ne 7, 
That there has been expended 2 708 77 
Balance in treasurer’s hands 23 46 


In the period included in this report there were thirteen 
schools in session as shown by table No. 1, accompanying 
this report ; each school having the same number of weeks 
schooling, namely, twenty-six weeks, being about two weeks 
less schooling than the average of the schools for the year 
preceding, occasioned in part at least by the different mode 
of dividing the school money under the vote at the last an- 
nual town meeting, to which subject the board respectfully 
call the attention of voters. 


The school board have intended to employ only thor- 
oughly competent teachers specially qualified in point of apt- 
ness for the particular school they were to teach. 

The work of the teachers in all the different schools has 
been in the main well done, the discipline fair, and the re- 
sults generally satlsfactory to the board. 


One of the greatest promoters of order and successful 
progress in our schools is regular attendance. Parents are 
largely responsible for lack of punctual attendance on the 
part of their children, they are generally desirous that their 
children should be regular in attendance and observe the 
rules of school, but many through indifference and lack of 
thought upon the subject omit largely that which the Rest 
teacher cannot supply. 

It is of the greatest importance that parents be watchful 
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and that the best habits and impulses be fostered at home. 

Of necessity, the schools are now numbered without re- 
gard to the number of the old school districts, as will be seen 
by table No. 1, accompanying this report. 

The roll of honor given in the different school registers 
shows perfect attendance for the scholars whose names are 
given below which we are most happy to announce in this 
report deeming it most creditable to them and something 
that should be aspired to and if possible attained by every 
scholar.

In submitting their report for this district your commit- 
tee have not thought best to remark upon the qualifications, 
success or failure of individual teachers, in their work. We 
think that little good can result from such statements, and 
possibly in some cases injustice and injury, for we think it 
can be shown'that teachers may be quite successful when 
the conditions and circumstances under which they are 
placed are favorable to their qualifications and temperament 
and yet be very inefficient in cases requiring severe disci- 
pline. 

The executive ability that will secure and maintain good 
discipline in our school may signally fail in another. Good. 
behavior is one of the subjects required by law to be taught 
in the common schools and the greatest cause of failure in 
the schools is lack of discipline, both as regards the general 
conduct of the pupils, and the instruction given in the differ- 
ent branches in which they are taught. 

The difficulties which your committe found last year in 
their efforts to apply some system of grading to the schools. 
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of this district have been no less this year on account of the 
necessary change of teachers in the high school and the 
large and mixed class of scholars in that school during the 
fall and winter terms. It is obvious that it will require 
much time and patient effort to establish and maintain any 
satisfactory standard of scholarship as a condition of ad- 
vancement from each school of the lower grades to the next 
higher as well as to arrange and classify the pupils of the 
high school in accordance with the requirements of any well 
balanced curriculum. 


Your committee are still of the opinion that our schools 
can be much improved by persistent effort in this direction 
and if they cannot be classed and graded as completely as in 
larger districts we can yet approximate to it, with great ad- 
vantage to scholars and teachers. 


The examination of the primary and Hiteritia tie 
schools show the class to be promoted from each to be better 
prepared for advancement than in previous years and the 
discipline and instruction in these departments appear to 
have been satisfactory and profitable throughout the year. 


The unfortunate interruption of the high school in the | 
- fall term and the bad behavior which prevailed there for a 
short time were promptly and happily corrected by Mr. 
Ransom and good order and discipline maintained to the 
end. ‘Therefore while we believe that what has been done 
in the past year in the repair and improvement of our school- 
rooms and buildings and the work done by the several 
schools, will, on the whole, compare favorably with that of 
previous years, we think there is yet abundant room for im- 
provement, and we commend the schools of this district to 
the liberality, the watchful care and attention not only of 
parents, but of all who have have faith in education and in- 
telligence as the sure basis of free institutions.
